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On June 7, 2023, Miami International Securities Exchange, LLC (“MIAX” or the 

“Exchange”) filed with the Securities and Exchange Commission (“Commission”), pursuant to 

Section 19(b)(1) of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (“Act”),1 and Rule 19b-4 thereunder,2 a 

proposed rule change (File Number SR-MIAX-2023-23) to increase fees for the MIAX Top of 

Market (“ToM”) market data product and establish fees for the MIAX Complex Top of Market 

(“cToM”) market data product.  The proposed rule change was immediately effective upon filing 

with the Commission pursuant to Section 19(b)(3)(A) of the Act.3  The proposed rule change was 

published for comment in the Federal Register on June 26, 2023.4  On August 3, 2023, the 

Commission issued an order temporarily suspending the proposed rule change pursuant to 

Section 19(b)(3)(C) of the Act5 and simultaneously instituting proceedings under Section 

19(b)(2)(B) of the Act6 to determine whether to approve or disapprove the proposed rule
